WHICH COMPUTER? 

DYNACOMP distributes programs for all of the computers and systems listed on the facing page. 
However, not all programs run on all computers. To avoid confusion, we have chosen a consistent way 
of indicating which runs on what. This information accompanies the description of each program, and 
is also shown in the availability tables. 

Beneath the title of each program description is a simple caption having one of four forms: 

1. "X, Y and Z only" 

2. "available for all computers" 

3. "available for all computers except X, Y and Z" 

4. "CP/M only" 

The meaning of the first form is self-evident. The second one means all of the computers listed 
under "COMPUTERS AND REQUIREMENTS" and "SPECIAL FORMATS". The third form means all 
of those computer except "X, Y, and Z". The fourth notation ("CP/M only") is a shorthand for the 
following: 

CP/M=Osborne, North Star CP/M, SuperBrain, NEC PC 8000 CP/M, KAYPRO II 
MORROW DESIGNS, HEATH ZENITH Z-100, HEATH ZENITH H-89 8" 

CP/M, CROMEMCO, ALTOS, XEROX 820, IBM PC/PC Jr., SANYO (with MS DOS), 
PANASONIC, COMPAQ Z or BA, CANON AS-100, DEC RAINBOW 100 (with MS 
DOS), and other CP/M IBM 3740 systems. 


Unless otherwise noted, "CP/M only" also means that Microsoft BASIC is required. 

WHICH CP/M? 

DYNACOMP's CP/M-Microsoft BASIC programs are compatible with CP/M 1.4, 2.2, and MP/M, and with 
Microsoft BASIC versions 4.51, 5.2 (or higher), and the BASIC-80 interpreter. No special printer or screen 
graphics capabilities are required unless specifically noted. 

SINGLE DENSITY/DOUBLE DENSITY 

DYNACOMP recommends that if your computer accepts both single and double density diskettes, you 
should order the software you want in the single-density format and later convert it to double density. If you 
want double density, add $3.00 to the diskette price shown in the program description. 

The exceptions to this recommendation are the North Star Advantage, Kaypro, and Osborne-1 double 
density model. The North Star Advantage will simply not read single-density disks. The Osborne-1 and 
Kaypro double-density systems do, but with perhaps 90% reliability. We strongly recommend that double¬ 
density disks be ordered for these machines. 

HOW MUCH MEMORY IS REQUIRED? 

A point of possible confusion is how much memory is required to run a particular program. Unless otherwise 
stated, all of DYNACOMP's programs will run in 16K of program memory for all machines except the Atari 
which requires 24 K. (Several of DYNACOMP's Atari programs will run in 16K and are so marked.) This means 
that for an Apple II Plus disk system, 32 K is required (so that at least 16K of memory is available after the disk 
operating system is loaded). For a CP/M system, the 16K refers to how much memory is free for use after 
BASIC has been loaded. Programs which require more memory are so indicated. 

AND THEN THERE IS THE COMMODORE 

PET/CBM programs are available on both cassette and diskette. However, the diskette versions can be 
loaded only using 2040, 4040, and Commodore 64 or 128 disk drives. For those having 8050 drives (or 
wishing to save money), the cassette versions may be loaded and saved on diskette. However, the cassette 
versions save data to tape only! 

PACKAGE PRICES 

There are several groups of software packages which naturally form sets. Examples include the three Fourier 
analysis programs, the three regression programs, Volumes I and II of BASIC SCIENTIFIC SUBROUTINES, 
the NSSE library, and others. DYNACOMP offers each of these groups at a reduced package price. These 
reduced-price packages DO NOT count toward the 10% and 20% quantity discounts indicated on the order 
form.

CONVERSION SERVICE 

As you might imagine, DYNACOMP maintains quite a 
bit of software and hardware in support of its widely 
varied line of products. We therefore have the 
capability of converting files on disks and diskettes of 
one format to disks or diskettes of another. 

The 5%-inch diskettes which we can transfer files 
between are shown under the heading "DYNACOMP 
SPECIAL ORDER FORMATS" (see page 3). For example, 
we can move CP/M files from XEROX 820-11 diskettes to 
Televideo 803 diskettes. 

We can also transfer (either way) between IBM MS- 
DOS and IBM CP/M-86 format diskettes; between 5%- 
inch CP/M (and MS-DOS) and 8-inch CP/M disks (IBM 
3740 SSSD); and between CP/M (and MS-DOS) 
diskettes and Apple Z-80 CP/M or Apple DOS 3.3 
(ASCII files only) diskettes. 

The charges for this service are based on the conversion 
steps and the disk/diskette densities (the number of 
disks/diskettes) involved. 

These prices include the blank disks or diskettes 
needed to produce the new formats. 

More complicated conversions can be constructed from 
the above table. For example, conversion from 8-inch 
CP/M IBM 3740 format disks to Apple Z80 CP/M could 
be accomplished by 8-inch CP/M to 5%-inch MS-DOS 
SSDD conversion ($30.00), and from there to Apple 
ZB0 CP/M ($35.00), for a total of $65.00 per 8-inch 
CP/M disk, plus $3.50 for shipping and handling.

2.1, MS DOS 3.0, etc). 

If the description says MS DOS 2.0 is needed, then it 
will not run under MS DOS 1.1, but it will run under MS 
DOS 2.1, MS DOS 3.0, etc. 

In general, if the version of MS DOS is not specified in 
the description, any version will work. 


BE VERY CAREFUL! 

if you are in. the market to buy a so-called "IBM 
compatible", be careful. Be even more cautious than if 
you were buying a "previously owned" Porche 924S in 
"excellent condition" from a used car salesman for $800 
at 2% interest with 96 months to pay. Make sure that 
if you find that you have been misinformed (a polite 
way of saying "lied to") about compatibility of machine 
XYZ, you have a legal way (not just a vague promise) of 
returning the machine or forcing the dealer to make the 
machine compatible.

Nonreading children from 2 to 6 will love to run this 
musically motivated program. There are nine games 
designed for children to use on their own, but you will 
probably want to go through the games once with each 
child to be sure he understands what to do. 

The object of the program is to teach various skills in a 
colorful and interesting manner. There are no scores kept 
and if any answer is wrong, only a buzz is given. 

When the child, answers correctly, a portion of the 
Carrousel Horse appears. When the correct number of 
horses (different for each game) are completed, the 
Carrousel turns and plays. 

The skills taught are: alphabet recognition, co-ordination 
in the use of computer keys, shape recognition, shape 
comparison, shape differentiation, color differentiation, 
letter matching, and numbers. 

Each game is unique For the alphabet-recognition game 
the “Alphabet Song" is played, and with each note the 
appropriate letter appears. Then, in letter recognition 
and matching, the alphabet is presented in random order.

Woody Allen once told a classic joke about speed 
reading: ”1 took a speed reading course. I read War end 
Peace in just two hours. It's about Russia.” 

Of course the point of the joke is that anyone can read 
quickly, but reading quickly with comprehension is not 
easy. 

If the aesthetics of writing are a secondary consider¬ 
ation and if your studies or work require the absorption 
of large amounts of information, then speed reading is 
important RAPID READER trains your eyes first to take 
in whole words ata rapid pace, then pairs of words, then 
phrases, short sentences, ami finally long sentences.

At the highest level of difficulty, you 
are shown two complex sentences. You then fill in a 
blank for one word (missing from one) of them. 

The next step is to build up your speed. If you test out at 
400 wpm at the start, key in the Words option from the 
main menu and practice reading single words at 500 
wpm or faster. Once you are comfortable at a new 
speed, you -move to the Word Pairs, Phrases, Short 
Sentences, and Long Sentence routines. By the time you 
are comfortable with Long Sentences you should be 
reading, with comprehension, at the speed you have 
selected. 

One of the many nice things about this software is the 
option to change the words used to make sentences. 
You can use this feature to add words from a foreign 
language—turning the program into a language tutorial 
as well as a reading program! A Spanish word list is 
included on the disk. 

This is one of the most accessible educational software 
packages available. The documentation amounts to one 
page, but even that much is unnecessary. The system is 
so logical and the program is so self-explanatory that its 
operation can be mastered in just a few minutes. 

As for RAPID READER'S adaptability to the classroom, 
there remains some doubt This is not a self-checking, 
record-keeping, or grading program. Without some 
outside means of evaluating progress, the program can 
only be used as an aid for more motivated students.

BRIDGE MASTER 

This program is available on disk for $29.95 
from DYNACOMP, 1427 Monroe Avenue., 
Rochester, NY 14618. It is an upgrade of their 
former Bridge 2.0. If you own the original, you 
may obtain the upgrade by sending them your 
original cassette or disk, together with $5 plus $2 
handling.

You may play 
the same hand as many times as desired. You 
may also switch positions in the same hand, and 
see how you may do on the other side. The 
documentation also tellsyou the *(7 hand produces 
a random hand each time you select 0. I didn’t 
find that to be true, and asked Dynacomp where 


DUPLICATE BRIDGE MANAGER 

(CP/M and IBM only) 

The duplicate bridge player is often faced with the 
choice of- going home and wondering who won, or 
following die strenuous session of bridge with a lengthy 
period of scoring, adding, checking, and looking for the 
reasons that die totals don't balance.

The program will summarize each board after ail plays 
are entered, and likewise will tally the overall results 
after the last board's results are recorded. 

The game may be terminated, and a tally initiated prior 
to the planned end of play should an emergency or 
unscheduled departure of one of the participants occur. 

Factoring for varying numbers of boards played can be 
accomplished after the plays are all tallied. 


the random hand could be found. Their response 
showed me the hands were actually numbered 
from 0.00 to 999.99. That's 100,000 hands, 
instead of 1000. Who needs another random 
hand generator? I hope I live long enough to play 
100,000 hands (not likely!). The program keeps 
score and saves it to a disk file so you can come 
back to it anytime. The menu lets you display the 
last hand played. So if you’re playing the numbered 
hands sequentially, it’s easy to pick up where you 
left off. There are no graphics- if s all text With all 
the scoring and reading and writing to disk it 
seems slower than the 2.0 version it replaces. It 
has added some functions not covered by the 
2.0. They’ve added pre-emptive openings, 
Blackwood and Stayman conventions. The pro¬ 
gram will also recognize demand bids and jump- 
shift responses. These are all nice improvements. 
Dynacomp says “sometimes it makes dumb 
plays!” I can second that! It makes them by your 
partner, as well as by your opponents, so maybe it 
evens out Little things like trumping one’s own 
high card, setting up an opponents loser. The 
program makes you look like a very good Bridge 
player - you can win a lot. Ifs good practice for 
someone wanting to learn to play. I think I’m a 
pretty good player, and I’m having fun with it.

This is the first of DYNACOMP's CP/M public domain 
offerings.

Our guess is that there will eventually be a law requiring 
manufacturers of IBM "compatible" computers to 
specify how incompatible their computers really are. 
Maybaa legal case will extend "truth in advertising" to 
computers. (Actually, Commodore has been bitten hard 
by this one!) For example, so called IBM "compatible" 
computers with 3%" disk drives simply will not accept 
5%" disks! Also, stating that a computer is 95% 
compatible is frightening; does that mean that 5% of 
each program won't work? 

We had an experience with a local dealer which 
perhaps reflects what many shoppers face today. The 
dealer first claimed that his machine was 100% IBM 
compatible. After some grilling he conceded that some 
software wouldn't run (he didn't know why) and some 
plug-in boards were not compatible ("You see, IBM 
made a mistake in the cables for their disk drives. We 
did it the correct way," he said.) If we hadn't known to 
ask specific questions about compatibility, we wouldn't 
have found out about the exceptions. Good grief! 

What is this discussion leading up to? Simply the 
following: When you call DYNACOMP to place an 
order and you are told that the IBM software you want 
will not work on your "compatible", please believe us! If 
you are told that you may need special "ASCII" 
versions, again, please believe us. Every day we 
encounter people who have discovered problems with 
their IBM "compatibles". Please help us help you order 
the right software. 

We also suggest that if you purchase an IBM "compat¬ 
ible", and it is advertised to be compatible, and you find 
that it actually isn't, complain about false advertising!

MAGNETICALLY DEFECTIVE MERCHANDISE 

If, within 30 days of your purchase, you find the DYNACOMP cassette/diskette/disk to be 
mechanically or magnetically defective, you may return the original cassette/diskette/disk 
to yourdealer(if you purchased there) or directly to DYNACOMPforreplacement. If the fault 
is due to an original defect in materials or workmanship, DYNACOMP will replace the 
cassette/diskette/disk free of charge, postpaid. 

If, within one year of purchase, you have in any way magnetically damaged the cassette/ 
diskette/disk, DYNACOMP will replace it for a recopying charge of $5.00 plus $3.50 for 
shipping. If you have physically damaged it, or if it is damaged because of inadequate 
packing for return shipment, there will be an additional charge for replacing the media. 
Please see the instructions below regarding what and how to ship to DYNACOMP. 

UNSUITABLE MERCHANDISE
